Little coxfesses that ‘he has 
found his appointment no “sinecure, 
He hae encountered a good many 
obstacies bat ho considers thot the 
trade commissionér service has dones 
good deal towards removing ‘several 
of, tho woret of them, “One 
inspperable obstacle to the. deve- 
lopment of the Australian fruit 
trade,” Mr. Little said, “is the 
abeence of sny direct steamer 
service to Shanghai, either with or 
without refrigerating . space, That 
matter however, ia now being taken 
up by commercial bodies and by the 
Government ard'it has been the 
sabject of many communications by 
myself; Though nothing definite has 
yet been srranged Jam hopeful that 
some eteps will bs taken in the near 
tutare to have direct steamship com- 
n.unication established." - j 

Mfr, Little can see no reascn why 
Australian fresh froit should not find 
en ample market in South China. 
Australian apples, he pointed out, 
tome into season when American and 
even Iccally giown apples have gore 
out of season so that the market is 
bare of theso supplies aba time when 
Australia is the only country (hat can 
supply the demand. . Farthermore 
there is s' direct shipment with ‘r0- 
frigeratirg space available between 
Australia and Hongkcng.

Lonpon, March .7. 

Tn thy House of Commons, questioned in regard to the progrees ‘made by
